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Expel Those Who 
Don’t Play Game 


Says S. Heighway 


HE National Association of Re- 
tail Furnishers should re- 
cruit members on a “ quality” 
rather than a “quantity” basis, 
Mr. S. Heighway, chairman, em- 
phasised at a meeting of the Man- 
chester branch on Monday. 

F N.A.R.F. was to become a force 

in the trade, selectivity was 

most desirable, Mr. Heighway con- 
tended. It should be a privilege to 
be a member of N.A.R.F., and he 
would prefer the Association to 
aim at a standard rather than 100 
per cent membership. 

“Let us have a standard we are 
proud of, and not members we are 
worried about,” he added. “ Don't 
let everyone in; expel those who 
don’t play the game.” 

While agreeing they ought. to 
seek a “quality” membership 
rather than quantity, Mr. S. Pilking 
ton, secretary, said there was the 
opposite view that a quantity mem- 
bership would strengthen § any 
approach which had to be made to, 
say, the Board of Trade. 

If they sacrificed quantity, 
government departments would 
turn round and say: “ You repre- 
sent only 50 per cent of the 
trade.” 

Their aim might well be to 
achieve quality through quantity 

Mr. J. Bruce Walker was in 
agreement with the general prin- 
ciple put forward by the chairman, 
but how it could be achieved it was 
not easy to see. 

Saying he did not believe in dis 
crimination, Mr. S. Latin said their 
aim should be to “ get everyone in.” 

After further discussion, Mr 
Heighway declared: “My idea, 
which is rather puritan, does not 
seem to meet with the approval of 
everybody But I am going to stick 
to 1.”

“Levy Tax on Margin Between 


U-Ceiling and 


Non-U Price” 


Glasgow Man Says Make the Utility 
Maximum a Tax-Free Allowance 


SCHEME in which it is pro- 
posed that purchase tax 
should be levied only on the dif- 
ference between Utility and non- 
Utility prices has been outlined 
by Mr. Neil B. Morris of H. 
orris & Co., Ltd., Glasgow. 


CCORDING to Mr. Morris:— 
“One big factor in successful 
merchanting on which this country 
will have to depend more and more 
is the ability to offer a range of 
goods, graded in quality and in con- 
sequent price to tap the various 
layers in the demand market. 

“The operation of purchase tax 
makes this difficult in the furniture 
trade. The maximum price of a 
tax-free Utility dining-room suite is 
£50. Above this the full weight of 
tax is added on the whole price, 
making a very big jump to about 
£150. There is undoubtedly a de- 
mand for in-betweén selections 
which cannot readily be met. 

“TI now venture to suggest that 
the Board of Trade might profit- 
ably take a tip from the income tax 
people and leave the maximum 
Utility value as a tax-free allow- 
ance 

“Taking the example quoted, 
that would mean levying purchase 
tax on the marginal £10 of a £60 
suite, on £50 for a £100 suite, and 
so on. That would enable prices 
to be gradually graded just above 
the Utility standard.

“The yield in the tax from the 
luxury levels would be little dif- 
ferent, and indeed the total yield 
from purchase tax on furniture 
might easily be increased as de- 
mand spills over the Utility bracket. 


“The point has been borne in 
upon me by the shipment by my 
firm of what are possibly the first 
Utility suites to the United States 
This export business was made pos 
sible only by basing it on quantity 
production for the home market. 

“ My company are very pleased to 
add to their dollar earnings in this 
way, but I feel that even more 
would be brought in if it were pos- 
sible to export something just a 
little different and superior at a 
slightly higher price. After all, the 
Americans are not bound by the 
same Utility restrictions as our- 
selves 

“Lacking conditions to work up 
volume demands in the home mar- 
ket for a suite priced moderately 
above the Utility level, it is very 
dificult to meet the needs of the 
discriminating American purchaser. 


“While my suggestion refers to 
the purchase tax on furniture, the 
idea might be extended to other 
lines. The precedent of tax-free 
allowance is already well established 
by the Inland Revenue, and to work 
the principle should not be beyond 
the capacity of the Board of Trade.”

FANHE wages deadlock in the 
furniture industry has been 
broken. The compromise 

plan, worked out by the joint 
secretaries of the J.LLC., has been 
accepted by both sides. And the 
industry should be truly thank- 
ful 

We need not repeat the history 
of the negotiations that have led 
to this result, except to say that 
the Unions claimed the reintro- 
duction of a Cost of Living slid- 
ing scale and an additional week’s 
holiday with pay. This was un- 
acceptable to the employers. And 
the plan which has been adopted, 
and which comes into operation 
next week, is for the payment of 
an additional 4d. an hour, and 
the emergency working of an 
extra hour a week in order to 
qualify for the extra week’s 
holiday 
*&* No particular praise is 
due to either side of the industry 
for this result. It was achieved 
by the joint efforts of the joint 
secretaries of the Joint Industrial 
Council. And it has shown very 
clearly that such efforts, on a 
voluntary and not compulsory 
basis, can solve the labour prob- 
lems of industry. 

Neither Mr. CUTHBERT GREIG 
for the employers, nor Mr. A. G. 
TOMKINS for the workers, have 
made themselves wholly popular 
by gaining the acceptance of 
these compromise terms. There 
are some, on both sides of the 
industry, who think that the terms 
are too big or too small. That 
was to be expected, and the secre- 
taries took their courage in both 
hands when they put forward the 
proposals 
tex What have they achieved’ 
They have secured for the indus- 
try a term of tranquillity in the 
labour field just when it was most 
needed. During the transition 
period through which we are 
now passing labour unrest, with 
the overshadowing threat of dis- 
turbances and stoppages, would 


have been an intolerable handicap 
to progress. 

It is our opinion that both 
sides have been utterly wise in 
accepting a creditable compro- 
mise. And the work of GREIG 
and TOMKINS should be appre- 
ciated at its true value. 

SHODDY UTILITY 
N this and last week’s issue we 
have reported no fewer than 
six cases before the Courts, in 
which manufacturers have been 
charged with applying the Utility 
mark to furniture that did not 
fulfil the official specification. 

That is bad—and good. 

It is bad that there should be 
any suggestions of an attempt on 
the part of a small minority of 
manufacturers to bring back the 
days of shoddy furniture, just at 
a period in our history when we 
must, above all else, build up our 
reputation for honesty of work- 
manship, quality and value. 

It is good that a careful watch 
is being maintained to see that 
specified standards are observed. 
*%%* The fact that such cases 
are being brought against alleged 
offenders should serve as a warn- 
ing, where it is necessary, that the 
production of sub-standard fur- 
niture will not be tolerated.

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Public see New Furniture at Ideal Home Show 


First Reaction to “Freedom” Designs 


HE Ideal Home Exhibition, 
which opened on Tuesday at 
the Olympia, London, is perhaps 
more impressive in its architec- 
tural splendour than in previous 
years, but more important to the 
furniture firms exhibiting is that 
it gives them their first big chance 
to study the public’s reaction to 
their “freedom” designs. 
YMBOLIC of the progress made 
J in British design and produc- 
tion is the great metal archway, 
75 feet high and 100 feet wide at 
the base, which spans the Grand 
Hall 
A special pavilion has been allo- 
cated to the French Government 
for exhibits of contemporary French 
art and craftsmanship, and among 
the Empire exhibits, taking its 
place beside typical British homes 
of the most modern types, is the 
New Zealand house which has been 
brought over to show how New 
Zealanders, and immigrants, live 
“down under.” 


Sectional Suites 


In furniture, there is a marked 
trend towards the lighter coloured 
woods, and a variety of sectional 
dining sets and bedroom suites have 
a prominent place. 

The managing director of one 
large furniture firm told a World re 
porter, “We are that the 
public will answer a lot of the ques 
tions which are, at present, con- 
fronting our designers Do they 
like the light woods?

ERY exhibitor at the recent 

Earls Court show had praise 
for the general organisation, and 
in particular for the remarkably 
quick way in which the furniture 
was unloaded from the transport 
and moved into the hall. 

Over half a million cubic feet of 
furniture was installed at a rate 
of 220 cubic feet a minute by a 
new transport control system, 
devised and operated by Bullens, 
of Elstree. 


EVEN hundred vans were cleared 
in an average of twenty minutes 
each, fifteen times faster than the 
pre-war routine speed of 5 to 6 
hours per van. 

Success of the operation at Earls 
Court was due to the wholehearted 
co-operation of 400 exhibitors and 
their transport drivers, and the use 
in the hall of easily manceuvrable 
auto-trucks, specially lent by Listers 
and Lansing Bagnall. 

Analysis of results reveals that 
2,800 van-hours and 12,000 porter 
man-hours were saved in the 38 
hours’ operation, while economy in 
man-hours of exhibitors’ personnel 
on stands is believed to have been 
even greater. The elimination of 
queues of vans with idling engines 
saved 1,500 gallons of petrol. 

Before the war, delivery of ex- 
hibits was annually one of the big- 
gest problems facing those who 
showed at the British Furniture 
Trades Exhibition. On the two days 
before the show was due to open, 
the unorganised inflow of vans was 
so great that there were invariably 
tratfic jams in all the approach roads 
for miles around. 

This year’s Exhibition was the 
biggest ever, covering 252,000 square 
feet, and road repairs made is neces- 
sary for the police to enforce single 
line traffic in the main approach 
road to the hall 
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An auto truck carries furniture among the half-erected stands before the 


opening of the Earls Court exhibition. 


It took only 20 minutes to unload 


each of the seven hundred vans of furniture. 


Mr. C. Ingham Rhodes, of F. W. 
Bridges & Sons, Ltd., the exhibition 
organisers, anticipated trouble, and 
sought a plan to bring order out of 
potential chaos. 

In theory, the solution was simple- 
Vans should arrive at well-spaced 
intervals, so that each entry would 
have an equal, pre-determined cubic 
footage of exhibits to unload 
throughout the day, which it could 
comfortably handle mechanically 
from van to stand. The difficulty 
was to reconcile the ideal with the 
practical demands of the exhibitors. 

First, the ground floor space was 
divided into sections, so that each 
of the eight entrances should serve 
an equal footage. . Similarly, each of 
the three inside lifts and the outside 
hoist was given a proportional area 
of the first floor to serve. Each 
area was designated by a letter and 
a colour. Each entrance was marked 
correspondingly, and a route was 
worked out from each entrance to 
each of the stands it would serve, 
and back. All such routes worked 
on the one-way principle. 

An auto-truck and five men were 
allocated to each entrance, lift and 
hoist. 

Exhibitors were then asked to 
state the number of separate items 
they had to deliver, their cubic 
capacity, the number of vans they 
intended to use, and the day and 
time they wished to deliver. For this 
purpose the day was divided into 
four watches, each of 24 hours. 

As the replies came in, a schedule 
of times of arrival was prepared for 
each entrance. If an entrance be- 
came overloaded during any watch, 


exhibitors were asked to accept) 
alternative times. There was no™ 
dictation to exhibitors, who, realis- = 
ing that the scheme was planned ® 
for their benefit, co-operated to the 
full. 
Exhibitors were then sent sticky 
labels, one for each van windscreen, 
yne for each item, lettered and col- 
oured according to the entrance = 
they were to use. : 
After two weeks, the final sched- 7 
ule was approved. Waiting places 7 
had been prepared, to allow for ® 
minor divergences from the sched- 
ule, and an emergency scheme was | 
ready to allow adjacent entry poifts 7 
to ease each other’s temporary jams. 7 
In the result, the scheme worked © 
well. The quickest reported turn- © 
round was 10 minutes; the longest © 
(an isolated case), of four hours, — 
was due partly to a lift stoppage. © 
The vast majority of the incoming ~ 
vans arrived to schedule, drove 
straight to their appointed unload- 
ing stations, started off-loading on 
to trolleys almost as soon as they 
arrived, and left the site immedi- 
ately they were cleared. Their loads 
were handled with ease by the six 
Listers and three Lansing Bagnalls 
stationed at the entrance points. 
There was little or no queueing ot 
vans with idling engines, no 
scrambling for porters and barrows, 
little unloading in the dark at over- 
time rates. No loss or damage was 
reported. The Exhibition was ready 
some 12 hours before opening time. 
So successful has the experiment 
proved that a similar plan was 
adopted for clearing the hall when
